FIRST CANAL IN HISTORY. 


One Built by Josep h in Egyp t 4 ,0 0 0 
Years Ago is Still in Use. 


William E. Curtis, in h is Wash ing’ 
ton corresp ondence for tne Ch icago 
Record, alludes to Josep h ’s canal in 
Egyp t. 
Th e attention of Senator Morgan is 
called to a canal in Egyp t wh ich for a 
p eriod of more th an 1,000 years h a* 
nev er ceased to fulfill its p urp ose. 
Jt 
was built by th e gov ernment under th e 
direction of Josep h , th e broth er of 
Benjamin, wh o was th e son of Rach el 
and Jacob, wh o was th e son of Isaac, 
wh o was th e eon of Abrah am, wh o was 
th e ch osen of th e Lord. 
It in known as 
th e Bah r Joussuf, and not only waters 
th e entire p rov idence of Fayoum, en 
dowing it with fertility and sup p orting 
a largo p op llation all th ese centuries, 
but h as been an imp ortant aid to com 
raeree. 
It leav es th e Nile at Aisut and 
runs almost p arallel with it for 250 
miles, until it gains an eminence as 
comp ared with th e riv er bed, wh ich 
enables it to turn westward th rough a 
narrow p ass sev enteen feet abov e th e 
mean lev el of th e riv er aud enter a 
district wh ich is oth erwise sh ut oil 
from th e fertilizing floods up on wh ich 
ail Egyp t dep ends. 
Ancient writers, 
such as Herodotus, Strabo and Pliny, 
a* well as th e monkish legends, declare 
th at th e construction of th is canal not 
only furnish ed a ch annel of nav igation 
and irrigation to an entire p rov idence, 
but moderated th e climate so as to 
make it h abitable for h uman beings,

The doctors of Paris have discover« **] 
a new vice to add t<> the thou sand and 
one to which Parisians are already ad- 
dicted. 
It g*M*s u nder the name of pe- 
trolism and a man who is a petroliqne 
is one who drinks petroleu m. Althou g h 
this form of alcoholism has only re­ 
cently be» *n discovered there is no dou bt 
that the habit has lieen in prog ress for 
a long time. 
The only reason to I#* as­ 
sig ned to the drinking of th i oil is that 
some time ag o the excise and cu stoms 
du ties were raised in the hope of check­ 
ing the increasing proclivities of a cer­ 
tain class of people. 
Instead, however, of being a check, 
it has only tend« *! to make the disease 
break ont in another form. 
The taste 
for petroleu m can only tie cu ltivated, 
bu t after cu ltivation it develops into a 
passion or mania. Thu doctors have not 
yet had opportu nities of stu dying its 
effects and their views are diverg ent, 
On on« * i>oiiit, however, they are ag reed 
— petroleu m, u nlike other spirits, does 
not tend to exhilarate; it depresses the 
drinker.
